Prevent live Japanese beetles from
hitching a ride on aircraft destined for
Arizona, California, Colorado, Idaho,
Montana, Nevada, Oregon, Utah, and
Washington. Keep all doors and hatches
closed before and immediately after
loading.

Watch for Japanese heetles around load-
ing areas during hot, sunny days, when
they are most active.

A voracious feeder, the Japanese heetle
causes extensive damage to many varie-
ties of ornamental plants, shrubs, trees,
